OWENS'S FRIENDS INDIGNANT 


Over the Churges of Breckinridge. 
What Owens Says. 


Lexington, Ky., September 14.—Friends of 
Hon. W. €. Owens here this morning are 
denouncing, in most scathing terms, Breck- 
inridge’s, efforts to shadow the name of 
their candidate with dishonor at this late 
date. After being advised by his friends 
here that Colonel Breckinridge had given 
out to the press here an interview in which 
he was. charged with being ejected, with a 
young woman, frem a Louisville hotel, he 
telephoned the following statement at 1 
o'clock. thie anorning: ~ crew od 

“T am informed he says that with a wo- 
man I represented to be my wife I sought 
admission as a guest at some hotel in the 
city of Louisville and that admission was 
either refused ,me or that I was required to 
leave the hotel after having been admitted 
as.a guest thereof. I am unable to learn 
the time, place and circumstances of the 
alleged incident and am, therefore, unable 
to contradict the infamous falsehood as 
circumstantially as I would desire, but I 
can, however, and do now, pronounce the 
story as communicated to me ag absolutely 
false, and I will further say Shat at no 
time or place, or under any circumstances, 
did I ever, in company with a woman rep- 
resented to be my wife, ask to be received 
at a hotel in the city of Louisville or else- 
where; that at no time or place, and under 
no circumstances whatever, have I been 
refused admission to any hotel in Louisville 
or elsewhere on account of any actual or 
assumed relation to any woman, or turned 
out of any hotel in Louisville or elsewhere 
on account of any actual or assumed rela- 
tions to any woman. 

“Without qualification I pronounce the 
whole story as a base fabrication, made 
with the intent to deceive the democrats in 
the Ashland district supporting me and who 
are determined that the district shall not be 
dishonored.”’ 

Trouble Is Inevitable. 

Colonel Owens, Breckinridge’s leading 
opponent, was called here from .George- 
town tcday and met men from all parts 
of the district. They are in secret confer- 
ence over the manifesto from

There does not seem to 
be any chance for. fraudulent voting or 
false counting, as each candidate has a 
representative as an election officer.

SPRIOUS FIRE IN A CHINESE crT 


One Hundred Lives Lost and Two 
Thousand Buildings Destroyed. 


MISSIONARIES .EXPOSEO TO DANGER 


They Leave One Province to Save Their 
» Livee—Chinese Cavalry Defeated—The 
Mikado Goes to Army Headquarters.

Shanghai, September 14.—The city of 
Lung Kin, in the province of So-Chuen, has 
been visited by a conflagration which has 
dcstroyed two thousand buildings. Over a 
hindred persons lost their lives in various 
weys as the result of. the fire. Among the 
dead is the wife of the governor of Lung 
Kin. The governor’s house was’ burne 
and several temples were destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at ten million taels. 

Advices frsm Corea say that the Coreans 
attacked the Japanese advance guard, 2,000 
strong, who were on the march from Fue- 
san to Seoul, and so completely dispersed 
ard destroyed the column that only eight 
hundred of them succeeded in getting back 
to Puecan, — 

General Li Yung Fu, of the Chinese ormy, 
attempted, with a chartered steamer, to 
convey 500 troops from Swatowa to For- 
mcsa. The cwners of the vessel, how€ver, 
rescinded the contract upon hearing that 
the Japanese squadron-was in the vicinity. 
Subsequently three Japanese officers board- 
ed the transport and examined her papers. 

Missionaries Fear Violence. 


London, September 14.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai to The Central News says that 
the foreign missionaries in Shin King prov- 
ince are all fleeing to New-Chwang, fearing 
violence at the hands of the Chinese sol- 
diers, who, it is reported, are burning 
Christian chapels. 

Two Japanese, who were arrested on sus- 
picion of being spies, have been seen to 
Nankin, where they will probably be tor- 
tured and beheaded. 

A dispatch to The Central News from 
Seoul says that on September 6th a force 
of Japanese troops met and defented a 
troop of Chinese cavalry, near Whang-Chu, 
and also attacked and captured the Chinese 
fortress near that place. The Chinese es- 
caped towards Pin-Yang, where the Japan- 
ese armies are now centering .by several 
routes. 

The Japanese emperor left Tokio today 
for the general headquarters of the Japan- 
ese at Hisoshima. 

Two thousand fresh troops have arrived at 
Fuesan to protect the Japanese against an 
uprising of the natives. 

Jupanese Repulsed: - 

London, September 14.—The ‘imes will 
publish tomorrow this dispatch, sent from 
Shanghai via Tien-Tsin: 


“The Japanese in force attempted to sur- | 


prise the Chinese at Ping-Yang on the night 
of the 12th, but were repulsed with heavy 
slaughter. Japanese ships have resumed 
scouting in the gulf of Pechli.”

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PRESIDENT TYLER’S GRANDSON, 


With His Wife and Baby, Starving in 
a Washington Attic. 
Washington, September 14.—An unusually 
touching and pathetic case of destitution 
has come to light here in which Robert 
Tyler Joues, a grandson of President Ty- 
ler and the first male infant born in the 
white house, has been found living in an 
attic in the outskirts of the city, suffering 
for the necessities of life, with an invalid 
wife and little baby dependent upon him. 
In July, 1887, his uncle, John Tyler, Jr., sqn 
of the president, and his private secretary 
at the: white house, was “tricken with 
paralysis. He had held the office of special 
witness to certify to the destruction of 
canceled gm@srency. The nephew came to 
Washington to nurse him and was ap- 
pointed his alternate under Cleveland’s first 
administration. He held that office until 
July, 1893, and every month he divided his 
salary in two equal parts, one of which he 
placed in an envelope and sent to the help- 
less uncle. This he did for six years with- 
out intermission. During Mr. Harrison’s 
administration an unsuccessful attempt 
was made to oust him because he had been 
a confederate soldier. The last congress 
passed a law that no substitutes should 
hereafter be employed in any department, 
and this resulted in his loss of official posi- 
tion and consequent distress. The case 
has been taken up by the Southern Relief 

Society.

Ina Few Hours Nearly the Whole Force

Washington September 14.—The report of 
Lieutenant F. H. Tylet, who was ordered 
by the navy department to attend the evo- 
lutions of the North Carolina naval! militia, 
indicates the remarkable utility and- im- 
provement of. that body. It appears that 
the battalion needs no @rilling on podrd 
regular men-of-war, a8 was required in the 
case of the reserves of other states, but is 
competent to use the Monitor Nantucket, 
which was loaned to the state of North 


outside assistance. The vessel was put in 
commission wholly by the reserve at Wil- 
mington August 12th, and proceeded to 
Southport, one of the reserve lieutenants 
piloting the vessel, which was under way 
part of the time at night The engineering 
department overhauled and put the machin- 
ery in fair condition, and is especially com- 


mended for efficiency. The fireroom force 
was enlisted for the criuse. The drills were 
excellent and the target practice led the in- 
spector to think that the men had been 
carefully and properly instructed in all 
branches. The oid monitor was in bad or- 
der when turned over to them, but has 
been thoroughly repaired everywhere ex- 
cept in the turret machinery. This work 
was done by the militiamen themselves. 
When called upon for active. service, at- 
tendance is compulsory. At one time the 
Newberne division was called out and was 
ready in a few hours with an attendance of 
over 90 per cent. The battalion could be 
landed in Norfolk for service on a tully 
equipped vessel in about twenty-four hours. 

A valuable experience to the militia dur- 
ing the cruise occurred when, at midnight, 
the vessel dragged her anchor about half a 
mile. This kept the crew on deck working, 
tending ship, ete., until 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and they had to work all the 
forenoon, getting under way and clearing a 
foul anchor. The report throughout shows 
that the North Carolina reserve would be 
useful in real service.

Examiner Speir Was Appointed to Make 
the Investigations.

Cedartown comes to the fore with a 
sensation of national interest. 

It has been smoldering just underneath 
the surface of publicity for six months and 
has only found its way out. 

When Cashier J. O. Hardwick, of the 
First National bank, of Cedartown, was 
indicted for forgery there was a lively stir, 
but back of all these indictments, which 
were renewed by the last grand jury of 
Polk county, there has been smoldering a 
hot-bed of fire which is just now beginning 
to blaze, and which threatens to involve, 
not only issues other than forgery, but 
people higher in authority than those that 
have as yet figured in the proceedings. 

Telegrams have been received from 
Washington, D. C., intimating that there 
has been In the hands of the comptroller 
of the currency a report forwarded to him 
by District Attorney Joe James in regard 
to the failure of the First National bank, 
of Cedartown—a report which has been de- 
livered to the proper authorities for more 
than six months, and upon which there has 
been no action taken; or if there has been 
a department to pass upon this report, 


Speir, it has never been given to the public 
through an official source. 

Yesterday morning Solicitor A. Richard- 
son, of the superior court of Polk county, 
was in the city and went straight te the 
office of District Attonney Joe James. Col- 
onel James was not in, but both Colonel 
Rucker and Colonel Camp were at work. 
Whatever was the result of Solicitor 
Richardson’s visit he refused to make any 
statement and said that he could not talk 
about the bank case and would not under 
any circumstances. He refused to say 
whether or not he was in the city on busi- 
ness connected with the Cedartown bank, 
but admitted that he had caéled at the 


. office of Colonel James during the morning. 


There have been hints and.cumors regard- 
ing the organization of the Cedartown First 
National bank, but even the directors re- 
fused to speak freely about this. It is 
known, however, that the directors did re- 
quest that an expert accountan;t be placed 
upon the books of the bank to make a re- 
port to the United States authorities of any 
irregularities that might be in existence 
or any divergences from the laws that 
govern all national banks. 

Why the Request Was Made. 

The appointment of a special accountant 
to investigate the bank’s affairs was re- 
quested because of a law affecting national 
banks to the extent that the directors are 
personally liable foc the shortage that may 
occur. The directors claimed to have every 
reason for demanding this investiga- 
tion, and the outcome was the appointment 
of J. P. Speir, who approximated the 
amount of insolvent notes at nearly $22,000. 

A letter was written, after this report, to 
Hon. James H. Eckels, comptroller of cur- 
rency, signed by A. Richardson, Julius A. 
Peek, W. T. Gibson, W. C. Bunn, T. F. 
Burbank and several others. Only a por- 
tion of the contents of this. letter is 
known.

“The note register is one continuous 
whole, and to trace the notes of large cus- 
tomers of the bank, even such as Mr. G. G. 
Leake, would weary the patience of a Job.” 

And Still “None Reported.” 

Under the head of overdrafts Examiner 
Speir makes some interesting statements. 
He reports as follows: 

“"There were none reported on the morning 
of the first day, though they did exist to the 
amount of $1,408.51, triple the amount they 
ghould have been at any one time.” 

The report goes on and names certain 
companies, among them J. O. Hardwick, 
J. O. & H. L. Hardwich, Hardwick & Co., 
and states they were “‘chronic,”’ referring to 
overdrafts. Further on the overdrafs are 
Geclared to be always far in excess of pru- 
@ent banking. 

“Strange Transaction—No Precedent.” 

Referring to a certain real estate deal in 
which the bank became involved, the report 
gays that on December 2%, 189, J. H. Rey- 

molds writes for a showing in writing from 
the bank to the effect that they had a deed 
to a two-thirds interest, one-half of which 
Reynolds claimed. Mr. Reynolds also wanted 
it to appear on the minutes of the meet- 
ing of directors when it was approved. 

Examiner Speir says: : 

“Instead of doing this, I find that on Jan- 
wary 1, 1891, the action of the cashier in pur- 
chasing of W. Camp an interest in the 
Phillips property was ratified by the board. 
There was no deed made to the bank for 


this property and it has been recently sold 
at public outcry, from which sale the bank 


received not a cent. 

"This was, all taken together, a very 
strange transaction and without precedent 
tn the annals of banking. If the Camp note 
referred to in another place should be found 
the property of the bank then it will have 
lost $3,750 on this real estate deal.” 

' Where a General Muddle Ensued. 


The report then itemizes any number of 
accounts where entries are made on one 
day in one book and appear on another date 
fm other books. Credits by check fail to 
-appear on the cash book, and notes and 
notes, renewed and renewed are intermin- 
gled to make a general medley. 

Touching upon the increase of capital, the 
examiner says he cannot understand why 
they all were not credited on the stock 
ledger as the money was paid. He gives 
the bank statement for July 12, 1890, and 
commenting on it, says: 

“Perhaps the man who made the credits, 
or some one present at the time can tell 
by whom and when the whole was paid by 
cash or notes, but no other living man can 
trace them all.” 

This increase of capital was from $50,000 
to $75,000. 

Where Was the Security Margin? 


The report then goes on: ‘“—but have gone 
far enough for the question to arise, ‘In 
view of the facts that so many of the 
stockholders have given notes for stock, 
what margin is standing as secmrity to the 


- depositors and creditors of the bank?’ 


“Mr. J. O. Hardwick informed me even 
as late as last week that no stockholder 
had. given notes for stock. I hand you 
herewith receipt of the treasurer for 
United States bonds amounting to $6,250 for 
the security of circulating notes. 

“Also the approval of the comptroller 
of currency of the increases of capital.” 

On the line of loans and discounts Ex- 
aminer Speir declares that the Hickman 
motes, amounting to $11,017, alone consti- 
tuted an excessive loan and the excuse for 
months previous was made to the comp- 
trolier of the currency, “‘had to take up 
endorsed commercial paper.” ; 

There are any number of notes which 
Examiner Speir handles, but fails to un- 
ravel the mystery of. He says that all the 
notes endorsed by Hardwick & Co. have 
in pencil, besides the endorsement, “for 
‘purpose of collecting only.” . / 

It was this entry that brought about the 
charge of forgery against J. O. Hardwick,

BUT EVEN THAT HAS OPPOSITION 


The Probis Want a Dry Town—Judge 
~ Zaeweon! Says That His District 
Is An Bight. 


Athens, Oa., September 14.—(Special.)—The 
meeting at the council chamber Wednes- 
day night has resulted in a pretty lively dis- 
cussion of the liquor question. It was not 
@ meeting of council as the type made it 
appear in the report sent, but a meeting 
of citizens, and from the very jump it 
was red-hot, 

The attack on the dispensary was replied 
to by the prohibitionists, and the meeting 
became quite ,lively, 

The request of the meeting, which was 
largely an anti-prohibition meeting, as to 
those present, that committees be appointed 
by both sides of the question to discuss a 
compromise, has been complied with as to 
the anti-prohibitionists who are ready to ap- 
point their committee, but the prohibition- 
ists, as a rule, take no stock in the move- 
ment, and simply take the stand that they 
have no concessions to make in the mat- 
ter, and stand upon the issue. 

A prominent anti-prohibitionist stated to- 
day that an amendment to the dispensary 
law allowing the city to open @ beer dis- 
pemsary and to sell beer on draught, would 
satisfy the anti-prohibitionists, but the pro- 
hibitionists do not take to the proposition, 
preferring to make no compromise of the 
matter. 

Judging from indications, there seems to 
be no settlement of the issue, and if bar- 
rooms or beer saloons are to -return to 
Athens, they will have to come by the 
old-fashioned way of a prohibition,fight; first 
before the legislature on the question to 
repeal the dispensary law, and then, if 
successful, before the people. This is the 
prohibition view of the state of affairs. 

The anti-prohibitionists are working first 
at a compromise, and say the outlook is 
good for success in that line. If that fails, 
then there is little doubt of a regular fight 
being declared on. The prohibitionists, by 
reason of the victory for that side in 1891, 
now hold the inside track, but the anti- 
prohibitionists are making strong efforts to 
dislodge them. 

The Boll Worm in Oglethorpe. 

The boll worm has made its appearance 
in Oglethorpe county and is doing great 
damage to the cotton crop. The farmers 
entertain the fear that the deadly work of 
the boll worm may become genéral through- 
out the section and are making through- 
dous efforts to stop the ravages of the 
pest.

Gradually Trade Is Reviving and 
Prosperity Returning. 

New York, September 14.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“All the features of improvement in gen- 
eral trade reported a week ago dre retain- 
ed, and from a number of the more impor- 
tant business centers still gains are report- 
ed. Commercial travelers from Baltimore 
are making their second trip to the south 
and regard the business prospects as ex- 
ceptionally bright. Transactions in wool 
at Boston have been very heavy, one sale 
amounting to 1,200,000 pounds. It is added 
that several new, and to the American 
manufacturers thitherto unfamiliar, varie- 
ties of foreign wools are being purchased 
with a view to experimenting. 

“Encouragement is gained from improved 
demand for money at Savannah, Augusta 
and New Orleans, due to increasing re- 
ceipts of cotton and demands for advances 
on the crop. The southern pig iron market 
may be gauged by sales at Nashville thus 
far this month equal to the total sales dur- 
ing August. Inquiries are received from 
the north for heavy blocks of pig iron. 
Boston repérts quite an improvement in 
general staple lines, due to the heavy re- 
duction in country store stocks in preceding 
months. At Philadelphia there is a better 
demand for cotton yarns, petroleum, shoes 
and drugs. No change is reported in favor- 
able business at Baltimore, except that 
orders have increased from mining districts. 

“A dozen of the more important distribut- 
ing centers in the southern states report the 
favorable conditions previously prevailing 
there, including a better feeling among 
jobbers and other dealers; improving col- 
lections at a number of points and a 
brighter outlook for distribution in the 
nea, future. These features specially char- 
acterize Charleston, Atlanta, Jacksonville, 
Savannah, Birmingham, Memphis and New 
Orleans. Chattanooga, however, states 
that the general trade is not quite as good 
as a week ago, and Galveston reports a 
falling off in the movement of dry goods, 
although the distribution of groceries keeps 
rp well. Trade continues to increase at 
Nashville, more particularly groceries and 
hardware, 14,000 tons of pig iron for the 
north and 58,000 tons of coal for southern 
railroads having been sold within twe 
days.” ‘

They demand a free ballot and 
an honest count, discountenance bribery 
and false counting ip any shape, and 
call for the equal representation of each 
party as to managers and clerks, and 
urge honest men of both parties to do 
all in their power to carry out these res- 
olutions. 

We believe that the democrats of 
Georgia are overwhelmingly in favor of 
this programme, and the thing for them 
to do is to take the lead in making it a 
part of our political system. As a rule 
we have fair elections, and for years 
past we have heard no well authenti- 
cated instances of intimidation and cor- 
ruption. But this is not enough. We 
should push this reform until it becomes 
a well-known and settled fact that in 
every precinct in our statagevery voter 
is safe from any sort of interference 
and is sure to have his vote counted. 

We have fair elections now, but we 
should not stop until Georgia becomes 
famous as the land of free ballots and 
honest elections. This is no party maf- 
ter; it is of vital importance to our 
whole people. 


A Mistake Corrected. 
The London Morning Leader has the 
following remarkable paragraph about 
the novelist, George W. Cable: 


Mr. George Washington Cable, whose new 
work, “John March Southerner,” is now ap- 
pearing in Scribner’s Magazine, has pre- 
sented himself to the world in three capaci- 
ties. The first as soldier, the second as 
journalist, and the third as novelist. As a 
‘soldier he fought for two yea.s in the con- 
federate ranks, as a journalist he played 
an active part in the city of New Orleans, 
and as a novelist he has become known 
as the best depicter of creole life in Amer- 
ican literature. 

In reply to this statement The Mem- 


phis Commercial-Appeal declares that 
Mr. Cable was never a soldier or a jour- 
nalist. Tradition credits him with act- 
ing for a few months in the early part 
of the war as the clerk of a quarter- 
master in a Mississippi regiment, and 
it is a fact that he at one time con- 
tributed to The New Orleans Sunday 
Picayune a department headed “Drop 
Shot,” but this is the extent of his war 
and newspaper experience: - Nor is it 
true that he has been battling for the 
social equality of the Louisiana creoles. 


As the Memphis paper puts it: 

The creoles have never stood in need of 
his or any one else’s championship, for they 
have enjoyed that “perfect equality” at all 
times within the memory of man. Until 
recently, indeed, the creoles ruled New Or- 
leans society and furnished the standards by 
which aspirants were admitted to or exiled 
from that elegant and polished and gay 
world. It may be said of the Marignys the 
Dupres, the Burthes, the Augustins, the 
Villeres, the Bienvenus and other great cre- 
ole families of that class that, next to hear- 
ing of Mr. Cable at all, nothing would have 
astonished them so much as the information 
that he or any one else was pleading for 
their recognition by polite and cultured so- 
ciety in Louisiana. 

‘We do not know and have no means of 
guesssing the source of The Morning Lead- 
er’s ignorance on this subject, as to which 
it discourses so confidently. Mr: Cable is 
a singularly gifted writer. His work is of 
the very highest literary order—delicate, 
graceful, full of poetry and fire and passion. 
But he did not go down into the red vor- 
tex of the battle. On the eontrary, he gave 
the red vortex a particular wide berth. 
Neither was he at any time a journalist in 
the proper sense of the term. And as for 
the creoles of the better or representative 
class, he knows no more about them than 
he does about the atoms of Cialdini. The 
leader cannot say too much in favor of Mr.

Faucett wrote over fifty years ago: “If 
all the nations of Europe adopted the 
‘system of Great Britain the price of 
gold would be raised beyond measure, 
and we should see produced in Europe 
a result lamentable enough.” Before 
the French monetary convention in 1869 


the late Mr. Wolowski said: 

The Sum total of the precious metals is 
reckoned at fifty milliards, one-half gold and 
one-half silver. If by a stroke of the pen 
they suppress one of these metals in the 
monetary service, they double the demand 
for the other metal, to the ruin of all 
debtors. 


At the same time Baron Rothschild 


gave the following opinion: 

The simultaneous employment of the two 
metals is satisfactory and gives rise to no 
complaint. Whether gold or silver domi- 
nates for the time being, it is always true 
that the two metals concur ‘together in 
fcrming the monetary circtiation of the 
world, and it is the general mass of the 
two metals combined which serves as the 
meusure of the value of things. The sup- 
pre:sion of silver would amount to a verita- 
ble destruction of values without any com- 


- pensation. 


These leading economists all agree 
that to reduce the &mount of legal ten- 
der money in circulation is to reduce 
values and prices. In this country we 
began in i873 to reduce the amount of 
money in circulation. The reduction 
has gone on steadily ever since with the 
exception of a few years when it was 
checked by the Bland and Sherman 
silver acts. The Recorder asks: — 


Have prices and values of all commodities 
measured in money gone down in the same 


F period, or have they not? If they have the 


economists above quoted are right, and, if 
not, they are wrong. 

The record of market prices shows that 
an acre of wheat sold for a lit@le over $13 
in 1873. Now, after twenty-one years of di- 
minishing circulation, an acre of wheat 
will sell for less than $6. The average 
acre’s value of all the staple crops of our 
farmers sold for 8 per cent higher prices 
in 1878 than they are selling for in 1894. 

Does+not this help us to understand the des- 
pairing cry of the western and southern 
farmers for relief? 

We can take a pencil and figure out for 
that if the wheat crop, the 
corn crop and the cotton crop of 1894 
could be sold at the same prices they 
brought in 1873, before the terrible contrac- 
tion of the currency began, the farmers 
and planters of the United States would 
have at least $800,000,000 more in their pock- 
ets than they have as it is. 

If the crop-growers had those $800,000,000 
more to spend, does any man, except he be 
a gold-standard shark or one of his igno- 
rant dupes think that so many factories 
would have been closed or running on half 
time this year, or that we should have 
heard the incessant talk of cuts in wages, 
strikes, lockouts and the rest of it? 

What is the remedy? Stop contrac- 
tion, remonetize silver and expand the 
circulation to meet the demands of our 
increasing population. This will have 
to be done before our producers and 
wage workers can get good prices for 
labor and labor’s products. 


For Our English Visitors. 

The inquisitive Englishmen who have 
come to this country for the purpose of 
investigating the alleged lynchings of 
negroes in the south were doubtless 
thunderstruck yesterday morning when 
they read the account of the lynching 
of a negro murderer by his fellow ne- 
groes in Mississippi. 

The incident sustains the statement 
frequently made in these celunms to 
the effect that the crime of lynching is 
confined to no one section and to no 
one race. It is a national evil. 

But, while the Englishmen are over 
here, they should extend the scope of 
their investigation. They should, by 
all means, visit Montreal and see what 
can be done to suppress the wholesale 
child prostitution in that city which is 
said to be fully as shameful as the state 
of affairs revealed in London by The Pall 
Mall Gazette some years ago. If our 

‘nglish visitors will start & movement 
that will reform the morals of Montreal 
they will do a good work.

rallway. 

This train has always’been run in the 
winter by the old East Tenmessee in con- 
junction with the Queen and Crescent: and 
it is the purpose of the Southern railway. 
which bought up the old East Tennessee, 
to make the train more perfect than ever 
before in fts splendid appointmems an@ 
the fast schedules that marked its flicht 
down from the Queen City to the land of 
the lemon and the palm. : 

Last season it was a remarkable run the 
train made. The trip was cut short severa! 
hours between Chicago and Jacksonville. 
all of thé connecting lines having con- 
spired to make the run all that it ought 
to be for the accommodation of the Florida 
travel. 

The story comes from Knoxville that 
General Manager Hudson and his division 
superintendents are already studying out 
the matter of schedules for this train. It 
is declared to be the intention of the man- 
agement of the Southern to puf on as 
fine a train as ever rau through @me south- 
ern states. 

The idea is to have the train made up of 
vestibuled coaches from the engine tc the 
blue light behind. The coaches are al- 
ready in the shop being thoroughly reno- 
vated and nicely upholstered. They will 
be marvels of beauty and comfort when 
they are brought out for the first run. 

It is not known by the management when 
the train will be put on, but it is though? 
that it will be running regularly by the 
first of October,‘and certainly by the lith. 

j As to the Schedules. 

The vesti®uled limited, as heretofore run 
by the old East Tennessee, left Cincinnati 
in the morning after breakfast, ran through 
to Chattanooga during the day. arriving 
there shortly after supper, leaving about 
98 o'clock p. m., and arriving in Atlanta 
at 2 o'clock a. m., leaving here after a 
minute’s stop for Macon and Jacksonville. 

It is reported that the time will not be 
varied much this season, but it is gen- 
erally understood that there is a great de- 
mand for a somewhat later schedule out 
of Atlanta. 

The people want to see the train leave 
here about 3 or 4 o’clock in the early morn- 
ing, which would be in plenty time to 
make the connections for the Florida 
points in south Georgia. ” 

This would give a schedule that would 
be thoroughly satisfactory to the public 
and would insure for the road a great deal 
more passenger traffic in the shape of 
local travel to Florida.

A correspondent writes to The New 
York Recorder as follows: “Please ex- 
plain what You mean by contraction of 
the currency, and in what way it makes 
hard times.” _ 

The Recorder’s answer fs worth sum- 
marizing for the benefit of our readers 
who are interested in the subject. Our 
contemporary first calls attention to the 
fact that the treasurer of the United 
States in his monthly statement for Au- 
gust said that the total stock of money 
of all kinds, in and out of the treasury, 
was $2,240,146,271. 

Deduct from this $418,000,000, * which 
is the amount of coin and coin certifi- 
cates held by national, state and say- 
ings banks, and which is not in circula- 
tion, and we have left in circulation only 
$1,077,800,898. This small total does 
not make allowance for the continual 
destruction of paper money, the expor- 
tation of gold and the millions locked 
up in state, town.and county treasuries, 

It is a fair estimate that there is not 
more than $900,000,000 in actual circula- 
tion, This gives us a per capita cur- 
rency of $13.25, the smallest on which 
any civilized country with our popula- 
‘tion and trade ever attempted to do busi-

granted a request, which will mean very 
much, not only. to the exposition, but to 
cach and every southern state. 

This exhibit is to be made entirely out- 
side of the government @xhibit; and the de- 
-jsion means that the government will have 
the general supervision and direction of 
the exhibits in the mining bullding as well 
as of the government exhibit itself. 

This request not only shows the great 
interest Which is being felt by the govern- 
ment officials in the exposition movement, 
but a display so arranged and handled 
that it will afford the southern states an 
opportunity of making a display of their 
mineral wealth, which should be practically 
impossible, under any other circumstances. 
The force of the geological survey will prac- 
tically be placed in this exposition work 
and the government geologists’ will bend 
their energies toward making it the most 
‘horough and complete exhibit of southern 
resources, Which has ever been made—great- 
er, perhaps, than has ever been believed 
possible. 

The proposition comes from the govern- 
ment without any solicitation on the part 
of the exposition people, and the cost will 
be defrayed outside of the exposition appro- 
priation. It means, in fact, Just that much 
additional aid from the government, and 
itis a very great deal. 

Directur Walecott’s Suggestion. 

The matter was presented to the executive 
committee at its meeting yesterday. It 
in the shape of a report from Direct- 
or Charles D. Wolcott, of the United 
States geological survey, to the secretary 
ef the interior. In the letter outlining the 
reasons for this action, Director Wolcott 
says that it is desirable that as large an 
allotment of space as possible be made for 
the survey exhibit in order, more particu- 
larly, that the mineral resources of the 
Appalachian regions may be properly and 
adequately represented. By this, he means 
“an area extending from the southern 
boundary line of Pennsylvania on the north, 
to the Rio Grande on the south and westward 
of the Appalachians as far as may be deem- 
ed desirable—that is to the Ohio and the 
Mississippi valley states south of Iowa.” 
This includes the cotton and other southern 
states. 

‘' It is his idea that all of the mineral ex- 
hibits that may be made by the several 
states should be installed under the direc- 
tion of the geological survey in order that 
the mineral resources of the south may be 
represented collectively. His idea is to put 
all iron states im_one group, all coal states 
in another and so on. The plan under which 
this is to be done has been prepared by 

Professor Clark, and not only presents the 
resources of the different minerals of the 
diferent states collectively, but is so ar- 
ranged that each state’s mineral exhibit is 
represented separate from that of each 
other state. This will be dene by dividing 
the building with north and south lines, 
so that each state may have an exhibit 
extending across the building, iron ores 
being placed in one line, coal in another,

and so on. The object is to offer at a 
giance a comprehensive view of the re- 
sources of the south as a whole, and at the 


Same time, a view of the resources by 
Slates. 

Director Wolcott says, “I think such an 
exhibit as is here proposed, would be al- 
most unique, and of very great value to 
the people of the south, and especially to 
who may be desirous of ob- 
laining a comprehensive view of the re- 
Sources of that section.” 

Special Features of the Exhibit. 

Among the features of the exhibit, as at 
present contemplated, will be a series of 
photographs of the characteristic scenery 
and topography of the south. These views 
Will be in photographs and transparencies, 
aud will constitute a very striking feature 
of the exhibit. 


Then there will be a series of maps and 
Publications of the geological survey, espe- 
Cilally those referring to this region, where 
4 very large block of the country has been 
Surveyed by the government. The map ex- 
hibit would include both the ‘topographic 
and geologic maps, 

Another suggestion of Director Wolcott 
is an exhibit of various models or relief 
maps. He suggests that if the various rail- 
roads, which traverse the south, would unite 
in defraying the expense of a topographic 
model, upon which their lines could be 
Crawn, it would give a most effective view 
of the relations of such road@ to the dif- 
ferent regions that they traverse, and 
the means of communication that they af- 
ford ‘o the different sections for both in- 
Gustrial and passenger transportation. 

An exhibit of typical specimens of rare 
and beautiful minerals from the south, and 
also an exhibit of some of the more strik- 
ing fossils of the various sections of the 
‘ountry, are suggested. There will be a 
Series of rocks, illustrating the mineral 
deposits of the | Yellowstone Park, Hot 
Springs, and also the educational rock se 
ried that was exhibited at the world’s fair. 
This embraceg the various types of rocks 
of the country. 

Great Good te the South. 

Professor David T. Day, chief of the di- 
vision of mining statistics and technology, 
in @ report made to Director Wolcott, em- 
Phasizes very strongly the great . good 
which will come to the south through a 
display comprehensive enough to definitely 
show the great wealth which every author- 
ity knows exists, which has never before 
been shown collectively, He speaks of the 
Strong efforts that have been made to se- 
cure unity of display at the world’s fair, 
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When the matter was presented through 
President Collier, the exposition company, 
by unanimous vote, decided to turn over to 
the government authorities the entire min- 


‘government building being used for a more 
complete display in other departments. 

With the government in clatvge of this 
feature, the hearty co-operation of every 
state geologist and of every mineral in- 
terest in the south is assured. Many of 
them wili make exhibits who might not 
otherwise do so, and this feature of the ex- 
Position will not only be one of the most 
interesting, but will be one of untold value 
to the entire section.

ROPER TELLS HIS THRILLING STORY. 


Payne Duncan and Will Morrison 
Deny What He Says. 


BOUND OVER IN SUMS OF $5,000 EACH. 


They Were Captured by Deputy Marshals 
in Arkansas and Brought Here at 
Noon Yesterday. 


The noon train on the Western and At- 
lantic road brought to Atlanta yesterday 
from ‘Mt. Ida, Ark., the two north Georgia 
whitecappers, who have been positively 
identified by Will Roper as the men who 
shot him and afterwards chucked him ingo 
a deserted mining shaft seventy-seven feet 
deep, at the bottom of which he lay for a 
week. 

The men were fugitives in Arkansas and 
their capture by Deputy United States 
Marshals R. A. Pearce and J. T. Lewis, of 
this city, was one of the cleverest pieces 
of work that has been done in the detective 
line recently. There is a big reward offered 
by the government to the captors of the 
two men. 

The two men are Payne Duncan and Will 
Morrison, and they were given a hearing at 
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WILL MORRISON." 


8 o'clock yesterday afternoon before United 
States Commissioner Nash Broyles and sent 
to jail in default of bonds of $5,000 each. 

The men themselves were silent. The 
feature of the trial was the thrilling and 
sensational story of Will Roper, delivered 
in court for the first time. 

The story of Roper’s experience is a ter- 
rible one and is familiar to the whole state. 
It occurred on the night of June llth, and 
without exception it was the most thrilling 
tragedy that ever occurred in this state, 

Roper was taken from the home of a 
neighbor, bound, gagged and dragged four 
miles away upon the top of lonely Mt. 
Cohutta, and there in the dreadful shadow 
of the early morning—it was 2 o’clock a. 
m.—he was told that his time to die had 
come. He was: commanded to pray, and 
while at prayer was shot through the head. 
Then the was hurled into the shaft and 
shot with deadly buckshot as he toppled 
through the air. 

When he was resurrected a week later he 
gave the names of his assailants as Payne 
Duncan, Wili Morrison, Wash Redd, Jesse 
T. and Jesse M. Morrison. United States 
warrants were taken out and sixty deputy 
marshals were sent in every direction to 
capture the five men, who had fled. Wild 
stories were told to the effect that the men 
had organized a small army composed of 
their friends—500 in number—and were pre- 
pared to slaughter whoever came after 
them. 

The most exhaustive search was made 
for the men, and finally Wash Redd, Jesse 
T. and Jesse M. Morrison were delivéred in- 
to the hands of the officers and placed 
under heavy bond. But the alleged leaders 
of the horrible affair, Payne Duncan and 
Will Morrison, remained at liberty. 

A few days ago information reached 
Deputy Marshals Lewis and Pearce, who 
had been making diligent search for Duncan 
and Morrison, that they were in Arkansas. 
A brother of Duncan’s had but recently left 
Murray county for Arkansas and the 
officers firmly believed that the two men 
were in that state. 


The Capture in Arkaneas. 


Thursday the two marshals formed a 
little surprise party for the fugitives. They 
dropped in on them very quietly in a quiet 
country nook. and placed them under ar- 
rest. Duncan and Morrison were greatly 
astonished. They had thought themselves 
secure in that remote corner, sixty-five 
miles west of Hot Springs, a place little 
visited by any but Arkansas people. 

The two prisoners were carried to Hot’ 
Springs at once, from which place they 
were brought to Atlanta. They were first 
carried to Dalton, but as Roper, the main 
witness in the case, is now living in At- 
lanta, the deputies came here with their 
prisoners, arriving here at noon yesterday. 

The trial was set for 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and at that time the two pris- 
oners were escorted to the courtroom of 
Commissioger Broyles, on Marietta street. 
Roper was present, looking the picture of 
health—a fine, vigorous looking specimen 
of manhood. He has been kept in Atlanta 
since he was brought here for treatment, 
as it is feared that if allowed to return to 
Murray county he would be murdered. 


Description of the Two Men, 

The two prisoners are striking looking 
men. Duncan, the oldest, is @bout thirty- 
three years old and is a brunctte of the 
most pronounced type. He has raven black 
hair, which stands up in pompadour fashien 
from his forehead, and a bristly black 
mustache that is full of expression. He 
was a brunette in dress as well as in fea- 
tures. He wore a black shirt and a black 
hat. He has a strong, determined look, 
but seems to be a good-natured fellaw. 

Morrison is a pleasant looking fellow of 
twenty-three. He has a fresh complexion 
and keen black eyes. He was neatly dressed 
and differed widely from his companion in 
personal appearance, Barring a shifty ex- 
pression of the eyes, he has nothing of the 
appearance of a bad man. He certainly does 
not look like @ moonshiner or whitecapper. 

The two men did not appear at all nervous. 
when their eyes fell upon Roper, whom, if 
Roper’s story is true, they last saw at the 
mouth of the terrible pit four months ago. 


} The men eyed each other without

He told a thrilling story, and as he re- 
counted the terrible events of that night 


dramatic point in his recital when he point- 
ed to Duncan and Morrison and said in a 
dramatic way: / 

“I positively identify them as the two 
men who shot me and threw me into the 
pit.” 

“IT have known these men eight or nine 
years,” he said. “It was in the spring of 
this year that I was a witness at Dalton 
before Commissioner Hamilton in a case 
against Ab Flood and Sam Green, two 
white men, who were my neighbors. They 
were bound over. I also made affidavits

against Joe Dill and Henry Dodson for 
violating the whisky laws. I stopped for a 
week in Dalton with Deputy Marshal Tom 
Wright. The impression got out that I was 
acting the spy. 

“I returnéd to my home, near Spring 
Place, on Saturday, June 9th. On the night 
of Monday, June lith, I was at Henry 
Brown's, four miles from Spring Place, 
spending the night. At, about 1 o’clock in 
the morning I was violently awakened by 
a crowd of men calling for Brown. He got 
up and went to the door and the crowd 
rushed in. They pulled pistols on me and 
dragged me from the bed. There were five 
of them, and I recognized them. 

They Wore Masks. 

“They wore light masks of thin cloth, 
with eye holes, and wore Mother Hubbard 
dresses over their outside clothes, I recog- 
nized them as Payne Duncan, Will Morri- 
son, Jesse T. and Jesse M, Morrison and 
Wash Redd. They made me hold up my 
hands and Payne Duncan took my knife 
out of my pocket. They then caught hold 
of me and led me away about a quarter of 
a mile, to where their horses were tied. 
There they tied my hands behind me with 
Payne Duncan’s halter and lifted me on a 
mule, They carried me up. in the Cohutta 
mountain about four miles. 

“Duncan told me that I was accused of 
reporting stills and He said they would 
show me one on top of the mountain and 
if it was reported they would know who did 
it. They finally stopped on the edge of an 
old field and again searched me. Payne 
Duncan took out my watch and said that I 
would not need it where I was going. They 
all dismounted and left Jesse T. Morrison 
with the horses. 

“The otherg seized hold of me and carried 
me up on the mountain, Payne Duncan and 
Wash Redd held their pistols to my head. 
Will Morrison followed behind with a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun. They stopped at the 
edge of an old pit. Will Morrison walked 
up, looked down in it and said: ‘Here she 
is, boys; seventy-seven feet deep; and 
Payne said, ‘Yes, here she is.’ 

Told That He Was to Die. 

“Payne put his pistol to my head and 
said: ‘‘Bill, it is d—d serious business. Have 
you ever studied about dying?” I told him 
that I had-never thought of dying so soon. 
He said: ‘Bill, you are going to die right 
here,’ Will Morrison said: ‘Yes, we're going 
to scatter your brains right here in this pit.’ 
Payne Duncan said: ‘Yes, d—n you, you'll 
never report another still. If you want 
to pray or say anything, you’d better do 
it ‘quick.’ 

“I got down on my knees to pray, and 
Payne. Duncan shot me in the head. Wash 
Redd also shot me in the head. They ther 
kicked me and threw me headforemost 
into the pit. Ag I fell Will Morrison shot 
me in the thigh with a load of buckshot. 

“In falling I reached out my hands and 
skinned them fearfully by striking thém 
against the side of the pit. Going down I 
struck an old pole with my shoulder, and 
the force of the collision turned me over and 
saved my life. I wag neary dead; but had 
sense*enough to lay still when I struck bot- 
tom, I lay: there until Friday, when I 
heard voices, but fearing they were ene- 
mies, I made no noise. I was found Sat- 
urday afternoon about 2 o'clock by two 
friends, e Mullinax and Tom Tyson. 
They got meout about 9 o’clock that night. 
These two men, Wil Morrisqn and Payne 
Duncan, are two of the men who threw me 
in the pit. I am positive of it.” 

The Men Bound Over. 

Commissioner Broyles fixed the bonds of 
the two men at $5,000 each. Both said they 
would be able to give it in a day or two. 
They were carried to jail. 

They were placed in separate cells and 
were seen last night by a representative 
of The Constitution. 

“I have nothing to say,” said Morrison; 
“I am innocent.” 

Payne Duncan was more talkative. 

“I will prove myself clear of this,” he 
said. “I di@d not run off because I was 
afraid or because I was guilty. I thought 
that we would not be'let go on bond. If 
I had thought that I could get out on a 
$5,000 bond I would never have ft. I'll 
give this bond all right. 

“Will Roper never was any account. He ‘ 
married, but hig wife left him. He was 
accused of burning Mrs. Hemphill’s barn, 
and has always been put down as worth- 
less, He was told by a negro that he 
would be killed in less than two months. 

I was about ready to come back when the 
officers caught us.”’

TOO MUCH RAIN, 


From All Over the Cotton Belt Comes 
This Report. 

Washington, September 14.—(Special.)—The 
agricultural report, which will be given to 
the public next week, shows that the Sep- 
tember condition of cotton this year is 12.9 
points higher than that of 188. The state 
averages already published are: Virginia, 
100; North Carolina, 88; South Carolina, 86; 
Georgia, 84; Florida, 82; Alabama, 86; Mis- 
sissippi, 85; Louisiana, 91; Texas, 84; Ar- 
kansas, 89; Tennessee, .84; Missouri, 93. 

The condition in the Texas crop. has 
changed but slightly during the last month 
and reports predict a good crop, if the 
weather proves favorable for havesting. 

In parts of Georgia the crop is from two 
to three weeks late and the yield will de- 
pend largely on the length of the harvest 
season and the postponement of frost. The 
Mississippi ‘show extensive 
blight, rot and rust. In Alabama there is 
much of rusting, shedding and premature 
opening of bolls. In Arkansas the corre- 
spondents report that during the first ten 
days of August the temperature was below 
normal and there was a lack of moisture, 
which checked the growth, but from the 
10th to the 15th, the temperature rose, ac- 
companied with heavy rainfall, which caus- 
ed new growth of weed, shedding of squares 
and small bolls. Boll worms and caterpillars 
are doing some damage in parts of Texas 
and Alabama. The general tenor of the re- 
ports is “too much rain and heat, causing 
too great growth of weed and too little of 
fruit.’’ 

The special correspondence from Georgia, 
compiled under Secretary Morton, shows the 
condition of the crop in that state as fol- 
lows: Catoosa, poor stand and baekward,

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


CHICAGO, September 14.—Corn was king 
on the board today. It not only monopoliz- 
ed the attention of the traders to a great 
extent, but it in a more or less degiee in- 
fluenced all the other markets. They all 
opened lower and all, led by corn, closed 
at the bottom of the day, corn being partic- 
ularly heavy. Wheat started soft and 
slumpy, on the large receipts in the north- 
west, fndifferent cables and the fact that 
the receipts in Chicago slightly overran the 
estimates. As heretofore the weakness in 
corn had its effect on weak traders, but 
While selling by commission houses was 
quite general, it seemed to be in entire} 
small lots, there being no conspicuous trad- 
ing. Trading was rather light all day, the 
rrarket fluctuating within a very narrow 
range. The posting of large estimated re- 
ceipts for tomorrow tended still further to 
weaken the markét, but towards the close 
it ruled fairly steady at the decline. De- 
cember wheat opened at @56%c, sold be- 
tween 56% and closing at 56%—%c 
under yesterday. sh wheat was 
and prices were %c lower with the 
rie opened weak on the non-real 
o e 
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nent buyers for some 
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bushel corn crop and the last vestige of 
faith in the government’s figures sank into 
oblivion, the market opening %@%c lower. 
The large local receipts—463 cars—had a very 
depressing effect, and persistent liquidation 
declined prices a further ™%4@%c. Towards 
midday a little strength was displayed on 
redictions of frost and a cold wave coming, 
but was not sustained. The raiding tactics of 
certain speculators proving too successful, 
and later the posting of 550 cars for tomor- 
row (Saturday at that) proved somewhat of 
a puzzler, and the May option touched 5344c— 
a decline of 1%c from the close yesterday. 

Oats, with a fairly active opening, though 
at a shade lower in price, were firm cons:d- 
ering the weakness in the other cereals. 
The sentiment, however, of local operators 
was of the Same order as prevailed in the 
other markets, and regardless of the fair 
buying orders from the outside, at every 
%c decline, the market ruled heavy and 
oo prices at the close showing a loss 
of ‘4c. 

Provisions opened barely steady at a 
shade lower in price, suffered a break of 
25@30c in January pork, which caught many 
stop orders on the way down. The trading 
has not been heavy and principally of a 
local character. Hogs at the yards were 
about as expected, and ruled firm and ac- 
tive with the best grades 5c higher, others 

10¢c lower. There was a poor demand for 
cash product.

This wise little bo#, called by his friends 
Wolfgangerl, has been christened in 1756, 
the year of his birth, Johannes Wolfgang 
Theophilus Ligismundus _ Mozart.” Now, 
“Theophilus” means “loved of God,” of 
which “Amadee” is another form—from 
the Latin, and as he grew older, young 
Mozart called himself Wolfgang Amadee. 
Wolfgang’s father was a skillful violinist 
and composer, and held the position of 
ecurt musician to the archbishop of Salz- 
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bure. He was delighted when his daughter, 
carkienin four years older than Wolfgang, 
began to show signs of musical talent, and 
hé gave her lessons himself on the clavier— 
the old-fashioned piano. — 

When Wolfgang was little more than 
three years old, he would sit at the clavier 
while Marianne took her lesson, and amuse 
himself striking chords in perfect harmony 
with the air she played. A year later, 
when his father began to teach him minu- 
ets, he played them not only correctly, but 
with great attention to rhythm. He could 
learn a minuet in half an hour. 

One day when Wolfgang was about seven 
years old, he came running into the room 
where his father and two friends were 
preparing to practice some trios for the 
violin... Under. his arm he had a little 
violin and begged to be allowed to play 
second violin. This his father refused to 
do. 

“You have never learned to play the 
violin, Wolfgang,”” he said. :

“One need not have learned,”

His father bade him run away, but when 
the child began to weep, the friend who 
was to play second violin in the trio urged 
that Wolfgang be allowed to try.

To the surprise of the company, 
however, they soon found that the boy 
was playing every note of the second 
violin's part with absolute correctness. )

his sister were not only taught arithmetic, 
geography and other ordinary lessons, but 
they learned to speak French and Italian

The great Goethe, who saw the children 


at about this time at Frankfort, wrote long 


afterwards: 

“I myself was about fourteen, 
recollect the little man in his wig and 
sword quite distinctly.” 

This was'on the occasion of a later jour- 
ney somewhat longer than the first two, 
during which the whole family went as far 
as Paris and London, and stayed away 
from Salzburg more than three years. In 
Paris the famous Grimm arranged private 
concerts for young Mozart, and gave the 
family an introduction to the court. On 
New Year’s Day, 1764, the Mozarts dined 
with the king and queen; that is, they 
stood near the royal table, for no one 
thought of sitting when in the presence of 
royalty. Wolfgang’s place was near the 
queen, and she gave him various dainties 
with her own hand. 

England even outdid France in kindness 
to the Mozarts. King George III was es- 

fond of organ music, and he placed 
before Wolfgang pieces by~ Bach, Handel 
and others, which he played at sight, to 
the great delight of the king. The little 
boy also played an accompaniment to an 
aria which the queen sang. People in Eng- 
land flocked to the Mozart concerts, and 
only a few were skeptical about his great 
talent. . 

On their way back to Salzburg the Mo- 
garts passed through Holland and Belgium. 
In Amsterdam, although it was Lent, the 
strait-laced magistrate permitted them to. 
give a@onierts, “hecause this pilishing 
abroad of the marvelous gift of this child 
serves to the glory of God.”’ 

At last when they were home again in 
Salzburg, their father made the children 
go on regularly with their practicing and 
study. 

In-spite of all the honors heaped on him, 
Wolfgang was still a little boy, delighted 
to play with his favorite cat, to ride around 
the room on his father’s stick. He talked 
about an imaginary kingdom of travels, or 
“Rucken,’’ inhabited only by children, of 
which he was king. 

He was a little paler, perhaps, than most 
children, and a little more graver and more 
thoughtful. As years went on he miade 


ther musical tours, sometimes to Vienna, 


and in 1770 to Italy. At Naples people who 
heard him, were so excited that they said 
there must be magic in the ring that he 
wore, and he could satisfy them only by 
taking it off, and when the pope first heard 
him he was so pleased that he conferred 
on him the cross and brevet of the Knight 
of the Golden Militia. At Rome, on Passion 
Wednesday, Wolfgang heard the ‘‘Miser- 
ere,” which all musicians were forbidden to 
copy on pain of excommunication. But al- 
though he wrote it out whollly from mem- 
ory, every one regarded this feat as a mir- 
acle, and there was no thought of punish- 
ing him. | 
With his mother as companion and ad- 
visee, he set out for Vienna to seek his for- 
tune, Here we may leave him, for his boy- 
hood was over. At twenty-one he could 
hold his own with the greatest masters, 
whether he performed on the clavier, organ 
or “violin, and his compositions were ac- 
knowledged to be works of the highest ge- 
nius. To his great sorrow, his mother d‘ed 
when he had been in Vienna but a short 
aes but his father still remained at Saiz-

‘Though he had many friends and was 
a by the court, he was rather 

poor for the rest of his life. He and the 
wife whom. he- marffied in 1782 were, per- 
haps, not good managers.

Height of Bar. 

In the exercise herewith described, the 
bar should be at a sufficient height above 
the head to require a slight spring to gras 
it. . 

Hanging by the Hands. 

Stand directly under the bar, jump up 
and grasp it firmly with both hands, the 
palms facing from you and the thumb on 
the same side with the fingers. Practice 
tnis until you can sustain your weight, 
either at a standstill or swinging back and 
forth, for several minutes. Then practice 
hanging with one hand. 

Breasting the Bar. 

Grasp the bar firmly as before, and grad- 
ually, by bending the arms at the elbow, 
raise the body until your chest is even with 
the bar. Once or twice will fatigue you at 
first, but continue it until you can breast it 
seven or efght times successively. 

-- Hanging by the Legs. 

Grasp bar with both hands, bend the 
knees, bring them between your hands, 
and hook them over the bar. Let go with 
your hands, allowing the body to Pp,

head downward. To reach the ground from 
this position, swing back and forth vigor- 
ously until the head rises about even with 
the bar, and, on the forward swing un- 
hitch the legs from the bar and spring 
quickly to the ground, alighting on the feet. 
This, on first appearance, seems difficult, 
but a-few trials (I would suggest making 
them over a mattress or sawdust) will per- 
fect you in it. 
Circling the Bar. 

(See figure 2.). Breast the bar as before 
described. With the legs together and held 
stiff, move them forward and upward, de- 
scribing a circle, and bring the body 
around the bar until you lie flat upon it. 
From this position you circle round and 
round the bar as many times as practica- 
ble. Circle it both forward (that is, going 
around in opposite direction from the one 
in which you came upon it) and backward. 

One Leg Circling. 

(See figure 3.) Hang by the legs, as be- 
fore described, but do not let go with the 
hands. Loose one leg, bring it as far back 
as possible and with a vigorous kick throw

The Game of Statuary. 


_ A pretty sport for either the lawn or par- 
lor, is one which the children call statuary. 
If there is sufficient room any number of 
children can join in the game by dividing 
inte various groups.

The 
one who is “it” takes by the hand the 
child nearest him and swings him around, 
not roughly, but with “‘sumcient force to 
cause him to fall when his hand is sud- 
denly let go.

Boiling Water That Isn’t Hot. 


Nature seems to play queer pranks some- 
times, as when ghe thrusts a glacier out 
into a sunny valley, where its icy surface 
sparkles in the warm sunshine and its foot 
rests on daisy starred turf.. And now comes 
a writer in The Times-Democrat of New 
Orleans, who calmly assures us that boHiing 
water is not alway hot. This is the way 
it happens, he says: 

When water boils ordinarily it is because 
great heat has separated the tiny particles 
of the water, forcing upward and outward 
in lively bubles the air which is contained 
in them. This is done in spite of the down- 
ward pressure of the atmosphere. After 
th® water has become hot enough to boil 
it can get no hotter, because the air escapes 
as it is sufficiently heated to do so. 

There are places on the earth where the 
pressure of the atmosphere up- 
on the water is so slight that it 
requires but little -heat to push 
apart the particles and set free the air 
bubbles which are confined in the water, 
so it begins to boil before it becomes very 
hot. It ought hardly to be cated cold 
water, perhaps, but it is certainly far from 
being as hot as: ordinary boiling water. 
This state of things is found on all high 
mountain tops, as the atmosphere grows 
weaker and its pressure less as one as- 
cends. a3 

A gentleman traveling at a great eleva- 
tion in the Andes mountains, put ‘some 
potatoes in a pot of water over a hot fire. 
The water began to boil almost immediately, 
but the potatoes. did not cook. All the 
afternoon and all night the water bubbled 
and boiled, but still the potatoes were not 
cooked. The boiling water was not hot 
enough. ;

that, according to the records of the edu- 
cational bureau in Washington city, At- 
lanta was the leading city of the United 
States, with only one exception. This is 
highly gratifying to the pagents and tax- 
payers of Atlanta, who can feel that, in 
educating their children at the public 
schools, they are giving them the benefit 
of the very best instruction. 


The organization of literary societies in 
the grammar schools is a step in the right 
direction, and one that is rapidly growimg. 
In each of the schools a literary society, 
thoroughly equipped and organized, may be 
found, and tm several schools there are 
more than one. These societies are car- 
ried on by ‘tthe children in the upper 
grades. They meet every Friday.after the 
moon recess, and the exercises consist of 
readings, debates, recitations and declam- 
ations. ‘ 

Rules of School. 
Among the rules prescribed by the board 


of education for the regulation of the | 


schools, and for each pupil to observe, are 
the following: 

“Every scholar is required to attend 
school punctually and regularly;.to conform 
to all the rules of the schools; to obey 
all directions of the teachers; to observe 
good order and deportment; to be diligent 
in study, respectful In manners and kind 
and obliging to schoolmates; to refrain en- 
tirely from the use of profane or improper 
language, and to be neat and cleanly in 
person and attire. 

“Scholars who are absent or tardy must 
bring to the teacher a written excuse, sign- 
ed by parent or guardian. 

‘Scholars absent more than three days, 
or taray more than three times, during the 
school month, without satisfactory excuse, 
may be suspended by the principal until 
the commencement of the next term. Par 
ents should mot permit the tardiness or 
absence of children, except for sickness or 
some urgent cause rendering punctuality 
impossible or extremely inconvenient. 


‘Scholars shall not be permitted to as- | 
semble about the school premises.early in | 


the morning before the ringing of the first 
bell, nor to remain after the dismissal of 
the school. 

“All pupils shall go directly to and 


from school, and shall abstain from ali 
quarreling by the way, or on the school | 
premises. - 


“Wo pupil shall be allowed to retain his | 


connection with the public school unless 


he ts furnished with the books and other 
conveniences necessary for the prosecution | 


of Wis studies, and unless ‘his parents or 
guardian shall permit end require the pu- 
pil to obey the rules established for the 
government of the public school. 

“Puplis who shall deface or injure any 
of the school property shall pay, im ‘full, 
for all damages. Failure to do this within 
one week shall subject them to suspension, 
and. they shall be readmitted only by a 
vote of the board of education.
